Pennsylvania Steps Deeper 
Into Drive to Draft the Illinois 
Governor to Head Dem Ticket 


Chicago — (IP) — Pennsylvania 


was another step deeper today in- 
to the drive to draft Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination. 


This came about when- former 


Sen. Farncis J. Myers, chairman 
of the 70-vote Pennsylvania group, 
agreed to accept the floor leader- 
ship of the Stevenson supporters. 


Thus one of the two most pow- 


erful leaders of the Pennsylvan- 
ians plunged into the thick of the 
fight, and there was no question 
now Myers' colleague, National 
'National , Committeeman 
David 


Lawrence, mayor of Pittsburgh, 
viewed the situation. Myers and 
Lawrence, working as a team, en- 
gineered the unexpected Sunday 
night roll call of delegate prefer- 
ences that showed 33 leaning to 
Stevenson. 


In joining the volunteer Steven- 


son group that has been operating 
despite the governor's 
frequent 


statements that he does not want 
the nomination. Myers disclosed 
he never had met Stevenson. 


"I don't know the governor, but 


I admire him very much and be- 
lieve sincerely that he is the best 
candidate for the party," Myers 
told a reporter. 
'"I know all the other candi- 


dates intimately, but-in accepting 
this I have put personal considera- 
tions aside to support the man I 
believe to be 'the best candidate 
for the party." 


Myers added he does not now 


have or expect to arrange imme- 
diately 
an apppointment 
with 


Stevenson, who has remained aloof 
from the growing drive to bring 
him the nomination. 


In response to a question, Myers 


said emphatically that there had 
been no word of approval from 
President Truman in advance of 
the Sunday night roll call that 
was one of the biggest boosts the 
Stevenson drive has yet received. 


But even while Myers was mov- 


ing farther into the Stevenson 
camp, Pennsylvania supporters of 
Sen. Estes Kefauver met to study 
tactics and muster additional vot- 
ing strength beyond the 14% re- 
corded for the Tennessean Sunday. 
Balloon Containers

Reports of-flying 
Saucers' Spotted by

Washington

Officials could not immediately 


agree on whether this was the first 
time radar has picked up flying 
saucers.

OVER SUNDAY 


Denver—(JP)—Gen. Dwight D. 


Eisenhower and his GOP vice 
presidential running mate, Sen. 
Richard M. Nixon of California, 
will discuss campaign plans Sun- 
day at the general's vacation ha- 
ven in the Colorado Rockies. 


It will be their ,first get-together 


since they conferred briefly in Chi- 
cago after the 'Republican Nation- 
al Convention. 


An advisor to Eisenhower at the 


general's headquarters here 
an- 


nounced today that Nixon will fly 
Saturday from Washington to Den- 
ver. 


On Sunday Nixon will motor 72 


miles to the secluded cattle ranch 
near Fraser, Colo., where Eisen- 
hower has been vacationing since 
last Thursday. Nixon will fly Mon- 
day afternoon from Denver to Los- 
Angeles for a brief rest in his 
home sttae before traveling to Co- 
lumbus, O., to address the Ohio 
Republican convention July 31.

downtown hotels and other points. 


Although some southern states 


supported the "loyalty pledge,1' 
delegates-from others were steam- 
ed up over it. 


They didn't like the pledge in 


the first place and were hot under 
the collar besides over the way 
it was brought up after midnight 
and slammed through at two 
o'clock in the morning without a 
roll call vote. 


During the heated debate, Sen. 


A. Willis Robertson of Virginia 
suggested to the convention that 
Stevenson might refuse a nomina- 
tion if the party was split asund- 
er. 
He said he didn't believe 


Stevenson would take it "on a gold 
platter, much less a silver one." 


Ambiguous in language and sub- 


ject to almost any kind of inter- 
pretation, the rule said in effect 
that delegates must give assur- 
ance they will exert every "honor- 
able means'" to see that the con- 
vention's 
presidential 
and vice 


presidential nominees get on their 
state's ballot. 


It was shoved down the throats 


of protesting Dixie delegations by

Union Chiefs 
Are Blasted

Barkley colled them "self-an- 


nointed" and said they wanted 
"greater control of the machinery 
and policies 
of the 
Democratic 


Party". He also blamed conven- 
tion delegation leaders who he said 
encouraged his candidacy but "now 
find it expedient 
to 
withdraw 


their proffered support of me." 


Until his surprise announce- 


ment, he had been considered one 
of the top contenders at the party's 
national oonvention. 


The Kentucky delegation, with 


its 26 votes pledged to him, said 
it was "shocked and grieved" at 
the withdrawal. 


The Kentuckians all but walked 


out on the convention last night 
after Barkley quit the race. They 
met briefly, agreed to cast their 
votes' as a unit and then adjourn- 
ed until called together again to 
decide what presidential aspirant 
they will support. 


Barkley withdrew from the race 


after missing his first 
keynote 


session in more than 30 years. His 
statement came a day after high 
CIO and AFL officials 
withheld 


their support on tne ground that 
the 74-year-old Kentuckian 
was 


too old to make a successful race. 


It can be said that the union 


leaders were genuinely sorry to see 
Barkley lose a promising chance 
for nomination. 


But there were other reasons 


why Barkley pulled out. 


It was reliably reported he felt 


he had been led to believe he was 
President Truman's choice for the 
nomination. He felt Truman's sup- 
port was going elsewhere—to Gov. 
Adlal Stevenson oE Illinois—and so 
Barkley decided to bow out.

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ROBERT LAMBERTON

The untimely death of Robert Lamberton, presi- 


dent of the State Game Commission,, prominent 
Franklin citizen and former banker, comes as a shock 
to his many friends in this section and to a host of 
outdoor enthusiasts in this and many other counties. 
He was 66 years old. 


Bob Lamberton was known throughout Pennsyl- 


.vania for his interest in the protection and care of 
wild life and advancement of all the interests of 
hunters of both large and small game. What had 
been a hobby with him tor years developed into almost 
a major activity in recent years. 


His consistent work in behalf of the Pymatun- 


ing game and bird sanctuary for a long period of time, 
the construction of Pymatuning Dam and Lake, and 
the setting up of the bird refuge there were recog- 
nized two years ago in the erection of a bronze plaque 
signalizing his earnest efforts. It is not often that 
such recognition comes when the one honored can 
.thoroughly appreciate the homage. 


Bob Lamberton's many-faceted life possessed ac- 


tivities which ranged from oil and gas developments 
to advancement of banking interests. Since 1935 he 
had been a member of the Game Commission, and 
for the past ten years or more he had been identified 
with the Joy Manufacturing Company in several im- 
portant capacities. When his health began failing, 
he had to relinquish the office of personnel manager, 
which he filled with exactitude, according to his co- 
workers. 
' „ Tribute to him as a sportsman and a game com- 
missioner who insisted on seeing conditions at first- 
-hand and to talking with hunters in the field, came 
today from many with whom he had counselled or 
talked during recent years. He was outspoken in his 
views, sincere in his friendships. These memories of 
him will endure. 


CORRUPTION "OLD STORY" 


Many people say that the present corruption in 


high places is an "old story", pointing to the Teapot 
Dome oil lease scandal of the Harding era. 


These persons ask us to forget the truth, states 


Henry J. Taylor in the August Readers Digest. There 
was no condoning of corruption in the Teapot.Dome 
affair, and that feature differentiates it from the 
Washington scandals of today. In the '20s the ad- 
ministration made no attempt to cover up or shield 
the guilty; no protection was given to any crony or 
accomplice; no one went free merely by resigning. 


In May, 1923, President Harding received the first 


evidence of the oil-lease machinations. Finding that 
his friend Jesse Smith, personal assistant to the At- 
torney General, was involved, Harding told Smith he 
would have him prosecuted at once. The next day 
.Harding learned that Smith had committed suicide. 
Shortly afterward Harding himself died. 


When investigations of the oil leases indicated- 


corruption, President Coolidge fired Attorney General 
Harry M. Daugherty for refusal to open certain files, 
and ordered Daugherty prosecuted. The crooked oil 
leases were canceled,.and the property was returned 
to the U. S. Government. 


Former Secretary of the Interior Albert B. Fall 


Was eventually exposed by the very persistence of the 
White House itself, Taylor emphasizes. Despite Fall's 
earlier resignation, Coolidge instituted prosecution 
proceedings. The case against Fall was fought well 
into the Hoover administration, conviction being ob- 
tained in October, 1929. Fall was sent to prison and 
fined $100,000. 


The entire area of the "crooked government of 


the 1920s" involved only nine major figures. Two, 
including Daugherty, were acquitted. Four were sent 
to prison, two committed suicide and one died while 
awafting trial. 


Condoning corruption, or denying its existence, 


was not the official tactics in that era. Tl\e country 
today needs a demonstration—as vigorous as that of 
the '20s—of its vigilance in federal affairs. 


The passing early this morning at Youngsville, 


of Mrs. Mary Buerkle, one of Warren's beloved pio- 
neer citizens, is sincerely mourned by all who had 
the good fortune to have known her. Only a few 
we.ks ago she observed her 98th birthday anniversary. 
During the days before advancing age compelled her 
retirement her energy and optimism were inspiring 
at all times and her friendship will ever be treasured. 
Truly she was one of Warren's outstanding women 
citizen*.

would be interesting to relate in 
detail just how the representa- 
tive from this district managed 
to secure the $10,000,000 appropri- 
ation for the project, but space 
does not permit. 


Completion of the dam, located 


a mile north of St. Marys, was 
announced last week by Col. Con- 
rad P. Hardy, U. S. Engineer of 
he Pittsburgh district. Five years 
in the making, the huge reservoir 
will be operated for' flood control 
at Ridgway and Johnsonburg as 
well as in the Clarion and Alle- 
gheny river valleys. 


Built at a cost of $9,612,000, the 


dam will also be used to regulate 
the low water flow. 


The dam is somewhat similar to 


that at Tionesta. 
It towers 184 


feet above the stream bed and 
measures 1,660 feet across the 
top. 


The dam is 20 feet wide at the 


top. 
It is spanned by a macadam 


road 14 feet wide. It is 1,100 feet 
thick at the base. 


The dam will hold 161 feet of 


water when it is filled but it still 
will not require the use of 2,200 
!eet concrete spillway. 
The nor- 


mal storage depth of the dam will 
be 146 feet. 
This will assure a 


constant lake. 


The water will be allowed to 


drop to the low level for flood 
control purposes and thus will be 
able to handle the excess water 
that causes spring floods in Elk 
county. 


Another feature of the dam is 


the huge 275-foot high concrete 
tower housing the tunnel gates 
that control the amount' of water 
that will return to the original 
stream bed of the Clarion.

Provisions of Amendments to Social 
Security Act Is Explained By Director

early in October 1952 a* a reault 
of the social security amendments 
which President Truman signed 
into law on July 18,1952. 


Chester R. Norman, manager of 


the Jamestown, N. Y. social secur- 
ity office, emphasized that no one 
needs to apply for the increased 
payments. "The Social 
Security 


Administraton is already chang- 
ing the amounts," he pointed out. 
"We expect to get them changed 
in time to have them in the mail 
October 3, the regular 
delivery 


date, but if in a few cases we don't 
meet that schedule we'll send the 
regular check and make up the 
difference in a later check." 


Mr. Norman pointed out that 


although nearly every family re- 
ceiving payments would receive an 
increase, the additional amount 
would not always be divided among 
all the members of the family re- 
ceiving monthly checks. In some 
cases the entire increase will go 
to the retired worker. 


Amount of the increase for a 


retired worker will range 
from 


$5.00 to 58.60, with the average 
about $6.00. Where several mem- 
bers of a family 
are receiving 


payments, the total increase to the 
family can be as much as $18.90. 
A few benefits now being paid, 
and most of those payable in the 
future, will be based on earnings 
after 1950 instead of after 1936. 
The amended law provides a new 
formula 
for 
determining 
the 


amount of the payments in these 
cases. Under it, a retired worker's 


monthly benefit would tx 85% of 
the first $100 of his average mon- 
thly earnings plus 16% of the re- 
mainder up to 9300. 


Beginning1 September 1, the new 


law increased to $75 a month in- 
stead of $50 the amount of money 
a benefisiary may earn and still 
receive the monthly benefits. Self- 
employed people entitled to old-age 
and survivors insurance benefits 
may receive the payments for each

year and a half of covered work 
after 1950.
